is the healthiest 
country in the world 


doctors appear to thrive here without 
taking their own medicine. 
There are 


a great many 
here already and 
they 


all appear to have 
a lucrative 
prac- 


tice. 
At least they pay their advertis- 


ing bills. 
Our friend might 
do well 


here 
as a dispenser 
of pills, but 
he 


Mould ilo hotter as a tiller of the soil, 


Something for the Tax-Payers. 


It is a well known fact that the Gas 


Company ofthis city are anxious to en- 
ter into a five years contract to light 
one Hundred street lamps at the rate of 
six dollars and 
sixteen and two-third 


cents per lump per month. They have 
refused to enter into a contract to light 
a lesser 
number 
of lamps 
for a less 


price for a less number of years. 
On 


the contract which they wish to make, 
and which will, no doubt 
be 
made, If 


the ring candidates 
for municipal 
of- 


fices are elected, 
the citizens of this 


city will be forced to pay a heavy tax 
for one hundred 
smoking 
lamps, not 


one of which will illuminate beyond 
the 
capacity 
of a fire-tly. 
The one 


hundred 
lamps 
will cost 
the city 


$010 00 per month; £7,399 20 per year; 
$30,990 for live years?the 
term of the 


contract. 
These 
lamps 
will be, 
of 


course, 
erected 
in llip center 
of the 


city, nnd the people 
residing outside 


of an area of less than one mile square 
will be compelled to pay a heavy tax 
for lights that they will probably 
see 


once 
a fortnight or oftener 
if they 


chance to come up town on other than 
moonlight 
or 
starlit 
nights. 
Of 


what earthly use willbe the expendi- 
ture of this $37,000 to the vineyardists 
and others 
residing 
in the Southern 


part of the city? 
Yet they must 
pay 


their pro rata of the taxes. 
Rut 
this 


little speculation 
will not stop with 


the cost ofone hundred lamps. 
Once 


the contract 
is entered 
into and the 


stipulated 
number 
of lamps 
erected 


the people two miles out Main street 
or of the northern end of "Sonora"will 
exercise 
their privilege and demand 


lamps in their immediate vicinity? 
they are taxed for light and they have 
a right to it. 
Each 
additional 
lamp 


will add six dollars and sixteen 
and 


two-third cents to the expenses 
of the 


city and to the income ofthe Gas Com- 
pany. 
The burden 
of taxation will 


grow until it will becomo 
unbearable, 


and property will become 
so 
encum- 


bered 
with the city tax as to depre- 


ciate its value and deter capital from 
coming here. 
The city cannot 
afford 


to enter into this contract. 
The rates 


demanded for lighting the lamps 
are 


more than double what we should pay 
and the heavy expense willso increase 
taxation that people 
will demand 
a 


nullification of the contract 
aud thus 


involve the city in a long and 
expen- 


sive law suit with the Gas Company. 
The tax-payers 
should 
be warned 
in 


time and guard against 
the danger of 


being saddled with this live years tax. 


The New Ring Programme. 


The appearance 
of a new ticket un- 


der the guise of "Independent 
Nomi-
